Interim Grant Background Information 

 
During the 2007 legislative session, the Indiana General Assembly consolidated management of 
the Waste Tire Management Fund under the Indiana Department of Environmental 
Management. Prior to this change, legislative authority to utilize the WTMF to support a variety 
of projects involving Indiana waste tires remained with the Office of the Lieutenant Governor.  
  
OPPTA is currently working to implement a new, comprehensive waste tire funding assistance 
program; we anticipate making this new funding program available by January 1, 2008.  
Current funding is made available through this one-time interim grant program as described in 
the Indiana WTMF FY 2007-2008 Interim Grant Program Guide and Application; all 
program policies and procedures outlined within that document only apply to this interim 
program.
